ting  all  that  is  charged  in  the  sermon  before  us,  of  the 
“  Protestant  Association,”  and  its  organ,  “the  Protes¬ 
tant,”  why  should  one  or  the  other  receive  so  promi¬ 
nent  and  disproportionate  a  place,  in  an  address  to  a 
congregation,  assembled  to  render  thanks  to  God  for 
his  benefits  towards  them  ?  A  single  paragraph  would 
surely  have  sufficed  to  express  regret  for  all  that  is 
censurable  in  this  local  association,  and  time  would 
thus  be  afforded  for  more  important  views  of  a  general 
character,  which  are  indispensable,  we  think,  to  the 
completeness  of  a  discourse  on  ^deration. 

The  commencement  of  iliis  discourse  we  have  not 
noticed,  and  a  portion  only  of  tlie  latter  part  has  come 
under  consideration.  But  throughout  the  whole  we 
find  ground  for  the  objection  which  we  arc  constrain¬ 
ed  to  make,  viz :  that  the  faults  of  Protestants  are  con¬ 
demned  without  allowance  for  circumstances,  and  with¬ 
out  discrimination  of  the  guilty  from  the  innocent  On 
the  other  hand,  a  few  lines,  chiefly  in  on  apologetic 
strain,  suffice  for  the  intolerance  of  their  opponents, 
whose  dangerous  errors  have  given  occasion  and  ne¬ 
cessity  for  the  controversy.  We  do  not  say  that  the 
faults  of  cither  party  should  be  made  prominent  in  a 
sermon,  whose  title  is  toleration,  not  intolerance.  On 
the  contrary,  we  regret  the  selection  of  such  an  irritat¬ 
ing,  if  not  unprofitable  theme  for  a  thanksgiving  ser¬ 
mon,  nor  would  it  please  us  any  better  if  the  weight 
of  condemnation  were  thrown  into  an  opposite  scale, 
while  apologies  were  offered  exclusively  for  those  who 
are  now  condemned.  In  this,  as  in  every  controversy, 
we  wish  the  truth  charitably  and  impartially,  but  fully 
and  fearlessly  made  known,  that  we  may  prove  all 
things,  and  hold  fast  that  which  is  good.  There  is 
such  a  thing  as  being  intolerant  for  toleration. — 
Many  will  allow  the  free  expression  of  opinion  in 
matters  of  religion ;  but  fettered  by  conditions  which 
render  the  exercise  of  the  privilege  impracticable. 
Such  should  bear  in  mind,  that  error  will  disdain  their 
shackles,  and  work  its  way  in  triumph,  while  they  sit 
inactive,  condemning  the  only  available  instruments 
for  their  work,  because  they  are  not.  perfect.  They  do 
well  to  reject  those  which  the  Gospel  forbids,  and  the 
imperfections  of  those  which  are  not  unsuitable  to  the 
holiness  of  its  character  must  meet  wnn  no  vAtcuuaiiun. 
We  must  not,  however,  rest  in  inaction,  because  we 
are  not  angels  but  men ;  nor  should  we  he  forbidden  to 
speak,  because  our  words  must  proceed  from  mortal 
lips.  Well  does  Paley  say  in  his  chapter  on  toleration  ;t 
“Every  species  of  intolerance  which  enjoins  suppres¬ 
sion  and  silence,  and  every  species  of  persecution 
which  enforces  such  injunctions,  is  adverse  to  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  truth ;  forasmuch  as  it  causes  that  to  be  fixed 
by  one  set  of  men  at  one  time,  which  is  much  better 
and  with  more  probability  of  success,  left,  to  the  inde¬ 
pendent  and  progressive  inquiry  of  separate  individuals. 
Truth  results  from  discussion  and  controversy ;  is  in 
vcsligaled  by  the  labours  and  researches  of  private 
persons.  Whatever,  therefore,  prohibits  these,  ob¬ 
structs  that  industry  and  that  liberty,  which  it  is  the 
common  interest  of  mankind  to  promote.”

This,  however,  is  but  a  small  part  of  our  maritiioe 
population.  The  number  of  our  transient  vessels  is 
peat,  more  than  fourfold  the  number  of  the  regular 
lines,  take  the  country  through;  and  in  many  of^em, 
specially  those  which  are  engaged  in  the  foreign  trade. 
Libraries  would  be  equally  useful. 

“  It  is  to  be  considered  also,  that  the  36  large  ships  in 
the  regular  lines  to  Liverpool,  London,  and  Havre,  and 
many  transient  vessels  to  those  places,  carry  vast  num¬ 
bers  of  passengers,  whose  spiritual  welfare  might  be 
greatly  promote^  by  haying  a  supply  of  suitable  books 
on  board  the  ship  to  which  they  could  have  free  access. 
Added  to  these  are  the  steamboats,  of  which  no  less 
than  40  and  many  of  them  of  a  large  size,  are  con¬ 
stantly  in  operation  from  New-York,  carrying  a  mul¬ 
titude  of  passengers  in  every  direction.  And  when 
to  all  the  rest  we  add  the  great  mass  of  population 
through  the  cannl-boats,  low-boats,  flat  U>at8,  as  w'ell 
as  sail-vessels  and  steamboats  on  the  rivers,  lakes,  and 
canals  in  the  western  and  southern  country,  theopen- 
ing  for  doing  good  to  the  souls  of  nun  is  most  en¬ 
couraging.”

If  the  Tract  Society  (says  Rev.  Mr.  Peet)  will  fur¬ 
nish  the  books,  we  will  see  them  placed  on  board  the 
boats  and  vessels  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  best  secure 
the  object  contemplated;  and  will  furnish  library  cases 
where  they  shall  be  required.

LIBRARIES  FOR  SEAMEN  AND  BOATMEN. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Exectttivtf  Committee  of 
the  American  Tract  Society,  a  letter  ifai'read  from 
the  American  Seamen’s  Friend  Society,  recommend¬ 
ing  the  establishment  of  a  library  of  the  Society’s  vo¬ 
lumes  in  the  respective  ships  and  steamboats  on  our 
maritime  water?,  and  offering,  should  the  volumes  be 
furnished  by  this  Society,  to  procure  cases,  and  faith¬ 
fully  to  superintend  the  location  of  the  libraries. 

Also  letters  from  the  Sailor’s  and  B^iatmen’s  Friend 
Society,  located  at  Buffalo,  requesting  a  grant  of  vo¬ 
lumes  to  the  amount  of  “  $C20,(X)0,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  small  libraries  for  all  the  vessels,  steamboats, 
and  canal  boats,  throughout  the  lakes,  canals,  and 
rivers.”  Whereupon  it  was 

“  Resolved,  That  this  Committee  attach  great  im¬ 
portance  to  the  above  proposals  for  supplying  with  re¬ 
ligions  reading  the  officers,  crews,  and  passengers  of 
vessels,  steamboats  and  canal  boats  on  the  ocean  and 
our  internal  waters;  and  that,  as  contributions  shall  be 
received,  and  the  means  of  the  Society  will  allow,  the 
Committee  will  proceed  in  the  work  of  supplying  this 
numerous  and  interesting  class  of  our  population. 

“  Resolved,  That  this  object  be  particularly  commend¬ 
ed  to  the  liberality  of  merchants,  and  all  connected 
with  commerce  on  our  maritime  and  internal  water.*.” 

In  the  letter  above  referred  to,  from  Rev.  J.  Green- 
leaf,  Secretary  of  the  American  Seamen’s  Friend  So¬ 
ciety,  he  says — 

“  As  a  general  remark,  our  seamen  are  very  desti¬ 
tute  of  suitable  religious  reail  ing,  ind  though  something 
is  attempted  to  supply  them  in  every  port,  yet  the  work 
will  be  very  incomplete  unless  tome  systematic  effort 
is  put  forth.  Could  each  vessel  that  sails  from  oiir 
ports  be  furnished  with  a  small  library  of  your  bound 
volumes,  valued,  perhaps,  at  from  five  to  twenty  dol¬ 
lars  each,  according  to  the  number  of  the  crew,  proper¬ 
ly  secured  in  a  small  box  or  book-case,  fastened  up  in 
some  convenient  place  in  the  vessel  for  the  use  of  tlie 
crew,  and  not  to  be  taken  from  the  ship,  but  worn  out 
there,  the  most  important  benefits  would  probably  re¬ 
sult.  There  would  be  very  little  difficulty  in  effect¬ 
ing  this  al  once  in  all  the  regular  lines  of  packets,  could 
the  bonks  be  had.  In  transient  vessels  it  might  be  at¬ 
tended  with  more  difficulty.
